These Cloisters were erected between They closely resemble the 
S. Giovanni Cloisters with which they are frequently confused, even by close Students. Recently perhaps the greatest 
living Italian Archaeologist in a book upon the Churches of Rome, has printed a Photograph of the S. Paolo Cloister, 
labelling it S. Giovanni. The S. Paolo Cloister is, however, inferior to that of S. Giovanni. Each of the great Bays 
includes four instead of five arches, which is a less happy arrangement. At S. Paolo the Soffits of the Arches have 
Caissons and Fleurons, which are lacking at S. Giovanni. At S. Paolo cases, Columns are engaged on the 
Piers facing the Cloister, while the Ionic Columns supporting the Vaults are absent. 
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
